ESTIMATE OF FUTURE CLASSROOM SPACE REQUIREMENTS 


In 1965-66 we accommodated roughly 2250 students using 30 classrooms 
for 45 hours a week. We operated at 70% of classroom capacity using 957 of the 
1350 classroom hours available. Our use of available classroom hours was 8% 
greater than the 62% used by the University of Guelph in planning its future 
classroom requirements.* 


If we use both 70% and 62% of classroom capacity as norms for 


projecting classroom needs, the following number of classrooms will be needed 
at the various levels of student population. Le

In determining the number of classrooms required the assumption is 
that the number of students in existing classes and the number of courses 
offered will remain constant in the future. 


At 70% efficiency, complaints and inflexibility are at a maximum. 
On the basis of experience gained in meeting space demands for 1965-66, we 
strongly recommend that 62% of classroom capacity be used as the norm when 
projecting classroom space needs. 


Since the Registrar's Office has not been responsible for scheduling 
the use of language and scientific laboratories, drafting rooms, etc., we 
have not attempted to forecast future requirements for such rooms.
